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HANDICRAFT 

Some  original  handicraft  forms  of  Lampung  which 
now  still  can  be  found  are  traditional  weaving,  plai- 
ting and  brass  work  once,  the  wealth  created  by 
the  pepper  crops  enabled  the  Lampung  group  to  cus- 
tome  themselves  in  "ikat"  cloth  known  all  over  the 
archipelago  for  their  extravagance.  For  instance 
the  "Tampan"  weaving  is  made  by  the  floating  teah- 
niques  with  blue  and  brown  designs.  While  the- 
"Tapis"  is  covered  by  layer  of  designs  intermoven 
with  gold  thread,  complicated  embroidery,  even  bits 
of  mirror.  Sarong  Tapis  is  made  by  women  for 
ritual  occasion,  display,  oncient  simple,  and  com- 
plex design  of  human,  land  and  waver  animals. 
It  can  be  found  in  the  north  the  north  and  west  re- 
gions of  the  Province.  The  brass  works  and  rattan 
or  bamboos  plaitting  are  still  produced  in  Lampung. 
The  brass  work  "Siger"  is  a  traditional  home  in- 
dustry while  plaiting  bamboos,  leather  and  rattan 
works  at  Gading  District  on  the  northwest  of  Bandar 
Lampung.  The  gold  and  silver  sigers  also  Tampan 
now  are  only  passed  down  in  certain  noble  families 
as    the    hairlooms.    In   fact,   there   are   various   types

held,  i.e.,  when  there  is  a  wedding  ceremony  to  be 
held,  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  appointment  of  a 
high  functionary  in  "adat"  tradition,  at  wedding 
ceremony  the  bride  and  bridegroom  put  the  "siger" 
on  their  heads  completed  with  ornaments,  wear  sa- 
rong "Tapis"  which  is  famous  for  its  glamorous  na- 
tive and  contrast  color  designs.  Particular  sorts 
of  dances  will  usually  accompany  the  traditional 
ceremonies  of  native  Lampung.  "Tarian  Agung"  or 
Holly  Dance  is  performed  when  high  dignitaries  are 
welcomed  and  at  other  important  traditional  events. 
"Mellnting  Dance",  a  dance  which  is  performed  at 
customes  ceremonies.  It  is  usually  found  in  Lampung 
Melinting  area  which  located  on  the  eastern  part  of 
Lampung  Province,  "Cangget  Bakha"  dance  a  dance 
performed  when  the  moon  is  full,  carried  out  by

MERAK  BELANTUNG  BEACH  RESORT

Many  tourist  attractions  and  marine  sports  are 
offered  such  as,  wind  surfing,  boat  cruising  from 
sebuku  island  to  Krakatau,  and  camping  ground. 
Wooden  bungalows,  beach  club  restaurant  and  enter- 
taiment  are  available  in  this  beach  resort.  This 
beach  resort  is  about  51  kms  to  the  south  of  Bandar 
Lampung  just  an  hour  drive  from  Bakauheni  Ferry 
Port.

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The  Pugung  Raharjo  Archeologicai  Park  located  in 
the  district  of  Jabung  on  Central  Lampung,  40  kms 
northeast  Bandar  Lampung,  about  an  hour  drive  from 
Teluk  Betung  which  is  on  the  southern  part  of  Ban- 
dar Lampung  passing  through  the  oil  palm  and  rabber 
plantation  areas  which  were  established  since  the- 
Dutch  Colonial  rule  periode.

PLACES  OF  INTEREST 
WAY  KAMBAS  RESERVE 

Way  Kambas  Reserve  is  the  best  place  to  see  the- 
remained  of  wild  Sumateran  Elephant,  Tigers,- 
Rhino  etc.  The  grassland  within  this  reserve  is 
functioned  as  a  habitat  for  many  stuffs  of  birds. 
Bird  watching  is  easily  taken  from   its  open  lands.

Located  80  kilometres  northeast  of  Bandar  Lampung. 
The  gate  to  this  reserve  is  in  Kampung  Labuhanratu 
lama.  From  Bandar  Lampung  we  can  take  bus  from 
Rajabasa  Station  passes  Metro  and  Sukadana.  It  Will 
take  2.5  hours  or  more.  Way  Kambas  is  also  Navi- 
gable from  Maringgai.  From  Maringgai,  the  Way  Kam- 
bas estuary  is  about  4  hours.  The  river  is  Navi 
gable  for  a  further  25  km  upstream  by  boat  or  motor 
vessel.  The  season  November  -  March  provides  an 
opportunity  to  explore  the  area. 
There  is  paved  road,  about  12  km  long  leading  to 
the  guard  post  of  Way  Kanan  within  the  reserve  and 
ends  at  guard  post  of  Way  Kanan.  The  Base  camp  is 
located  at  Way  Kanan  from  which  we  can  reach  and 
explore  some  sections  of  the  reserve. 


KRAKATAU  VOLCANIC  ISLAND 


One  of  the  attractions  for  tourist  available  here 
is  the  slope  of  Anak  Krakatau  covered  by  black 
lava.  This  child  of  Krakatau,  for  the  first  time 
appeard  in  1929  and  has  been  growing  up  constantly 
from  time  to  time.  Natural  process  undisturbed 
since  more  than  100  years  ago.  Schorched  land, 
quiteness,  steam  and  smoking,  make  this  uninhabited 
area  so  spectacular.  It  actually  was  included  to 
the  big  Krakatau  island,  Krakatau  mountain  once  so 
dramatically  exploded  in  1883,  losing  half  of  its 
land  area  and  sending  the  tidal  waves  wich  crossed
